are gas prices so

Residents in Belle Glade, 
Pahokee, South Bay and 
Canal Point have been ask- 
ing the question 'over and 
over the last few years, but 
never more'than lately - 
Why are gas prices at the 
pumps in the Glades so* 
much higher than in east- 
ern Palm Beach County? Or 
Clewiston, for that matter? 

Gas prices oh’ the coast 
are anywhere from 10 to 15 
cents a gallon lower and are 
also a few cents lower in 
Clewiston. 

Local retail distributors 
and gas station owners give 
several reasons for the price 
variance, but the most fre- 
quently cited reason is volume. 

A representative with 
Howell Oil in Belle Glade 
says gas stations on the 
coast sell in large volume, 
due to higher demand from 
a larger population. The 
Chevron dealer says it's not 
unusual for a gas station in 
West Palm Beach to sell 
250,000 gallons of gas a 
month. Here, a station own- 
er is lucky if he sells 25,000 
gallons a month. 

Carl Berner with Berner 
Oil in Clewiston, who also 
owns the BP station by 
Palm Beach Community 
College in Belle Glade, 
agrees volume is a large 
part of variance. He com-

pares local stations to the 
Hess station on SR 80, go- 
ing into West Palm Beach 

“It would take 10 months 
to do the volume the Hess 
station does in one month," 
he said. 

Mr. Berner says station 
owners have.a high finan- 
cial investment in gas sta- 
tions and numerous envi- 
ronmental regulations 
which add significantly to 
the cost of doing business. 
If a.station has low volume, 
but still.has to pay the bank 
note every month and pay 
for employees salaries and 
utilities, they must charge a 
higher price for gas to stay 
in business. 

Palm Beach County resi- 
dents already pay more gas 
taxes than many other 
counties, (8 cents a gallon 
in local taxes) and it went 
up an additional penny. in 
January. 

“A lot'of the Mom and Pop 
stations are hurting," says 
Mr. Berner. And, they àre 
the same ones who give 
back to the community in 
numerous ways, such as lit- 
tle league, participating in 
local erganizetions and sup- 
porting the local economy, 
he noted. 

Local distributors Kirch- 
man Oil and Texaco were al- 
so contacted for this story, 
but they did not return our 
calls.

Memory bias leads to happiest marriages 


UF Researcher | 
Writter: Cathy Keen 

Doses of self-delusion can be 
very useful in sustaining mari- 
tal bliss, says a University of 
Florida researcher of newly- 
weds. 

While most marital research. 
has focused on how spouses 
communicate, UF psychology 
professor Benjamin Karney is 
studying the frequently over- 
looked role of memory. Specifi- 
cally his research shows that 
satisfied couples often remem- 
ber the past as worse than it 
was, to make th sent seem 
better by comparison. 

“The advice to husbands and 
wives to comimunicate better 
puts a lot of pressure and’ 
blame on couples,” said Kar- 
ney, who-has interviewed sev- 
eral hundred couples about 
their marriages, “It says, ‘If 
only you communicated better, 
you'd be happy.’ I don't think 
that’s true, nor does the 
research show it to be true.” 

In one of a. series of studies 
in the Los Angeles area span- 
ning 27 years of research data, 
Karney found that people most. 
likely to express happiness in 
their marriage over time were 


those who use their memory . 


selectively to feel good about 
their past. Even though these 
„people said their martiages 
were: growing stronger, inter- 
views of tliem talking about 


the relationship show.it was - 


actually getting worse, he aaid. 
“When: it comes to marital 
happiness, it’s good to be able 


. to tel] yourself a story you like 


“sto bélieve,” Karney said. “And 
so, it’s OK not to be accurate 
about the past if it makes you 
feel better about the present.” 


Personal communication, a 
centerpiece of marital therapy 
and self-help books, is only 
part of the story in predicting 
whether marriages succeed or 
fail, Karney said. Although the 
way couples treat each other is 
important, focusing exclusively 
on communication fails to take 
into account people’s personali- 
ties, family backgrounds or 
what kind of challenges they 
face in their daily lives, he 
said. 

“It’s easy to be married if 
you're healthy, wealthy and 

ell-employed,”. he said. "It's 
difficult if you're sick, unem- 


‘ployed or have in-laws living 
-with you because they have 


nowhere else to go.” ; 

Karney said altering memo- 
ries about marital bliss is 
much like the yearning many 
people have for what they 
think are the good old days. 


“It’s*a similar process in 


reverse when people are nos- 
talgic for the past. Dissatisfied 
with the present, they 
exaggerate how good or inno- 
ent the past was in order to 
justify their current feelings.” 
In one study involving video- 


taped interviews of newlyweds. 


every six months ‘for four 
years, Karney found no 
ence in initial-happiness 
between those who eventually 
divorced and those who stayed 
together. "Contrary to what 


some people might think, peo- ` 
' ple who divorce in'the.early 


years of marriage are not the 
ones who start out less happy,” 
he said. - 

The way ‘satisfaction changes 
over time - not the absolute 


level of satisfaction in the mar- : 


riage - predicts divorce, Kar- 


er-- 


ney said. Couples who break 
up are those who become 
aware - for whatever reason - 
that their satisfaction 
waned over the years, he said 

“They have the feeling ‘I was) 
happy once, but now I’m not 
happy,’ “ Karney said. “That is 
the worst feeling one can have 
in a marriage.” 

Actually, most people's mari- 
tal satisfaction declines over 
time, even though they think it 
is improving, Karney said. "On 
the whole, even the best mar- 
riages get a little less happier 
over the years," he said. 
"That's probably not surprising 
considering how happy newly- 
weds are. The most anyone 
might hope for is to stay at 
that level." 

In the future, Karney said he 
hopes to learn more about how 
important beliefs change 
despite people's motivation for 
then to remain the same.

Florida-Big Bass Capital of the world 


3.99 pounds in 197 recorded competitions. The :

Florida is on the fast track to regain its-title 
as "Big Bass Capital of the World." 

Prior to...and following World War IL...anglers 
visited the Sunshine State in droves to catch 
trophy-sized largemouth bass. 

«From the 1920's through the late-1970's, 
Florida as "The Place" to connect with wallhang- 
ers weighing anywhere from eight to 14 pounds. 

Because of expeditious human encroachment 
and an angler habit of keeping trophy fish, cou- 
pled with increasing environmental and ecologi- 
cal woes, the average size of big bass caught 


! statewide declined, even though the overall 


number of fish being caught may have remained 
relatively stable. 

Probably.nothing chronicles the recent 
decline, fall, and reoccurrence of sizeable fish 
more than the *On The Bass Beat" column 


which appears monthly in Florida Sportsman 
Magazi 


zine, 

Although this column began in 1984, it wasn’t 
until the August, 1987, issue that a 
“Tournament Results” section was inaugurated 
in which bass clubs, ranging from small to large, 
forwarded their monthly ‘standing to the publi- 
cation. 

About two-thirds of these monthly reports 
include a “Big Bass"/category, in addition to who 
won first, second and third place, etc. 

From August, 1987, through July, 1997 (10 
years exactly), “On The Bass Beat” reported on 
an estimated 3,000 tournaments, of which 1,948 
recorded “big bass” catches. 

During the last five months of 1987, the big 
bass average for 53 tournaments was 5.37 
pounds. This median rose slightly the following 
year to 5.88 pounds in 140 events, followed by 
5.85 pounds (186 tournaments) in 1989, and 
5.42 pounds in 1990 for 194 episodes. 

Several fisheries biologists, who also had been 
monitoring catches, became alarmed when, in 
1991, the average size of big bass fell statewide. 
Bass Beat recorded a dip to 4.58 pounds in 188 
tournaments that year. 

Some significant management changes were 
adopted by Florida's Game and Fresh Water 
Fish Commission (GFC) in 1992 when the aver- 
agé fell to what is probably an all-time low of
